DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


Notes on Meeting held in the Town Hall on Wednesday, 17 April attended by Cllrs Todd (Chad, c Clarke, =, Colley, 
Cosgrove, Fisher, Flux, Hill, Lee, Oddy, and Dist Cllr Q” Sullivan. Apologies: Clirs Brewer, Clinch, Drake, Stevens, Swash 
and Coun Cllr Matthews. 

HOLLY TREE CLUB: The Clerk reported that the PC is now the Custodian Trustee of the Club. At its recent AGM 
officers were re-elected, with Clir Clinch as chairman. 
COACHING GRANTS: The Clerk presented his report and recommendations on providing coaching grants from the 
Council’s grants budget for groups of talented local youngsters in the arts and sport. Cllrs adopted the scheme in principle 
and agreed it would be an extension of the existing higher education grants for young people, which is financed from the 
Chairman’s Allowance. The Grants Sub-committee will be asked to develop specific rules on who qualifies and a the 
requirements will be. 

ENVIRONMENT: 1. The PC’s — for EC money to pay 6 the re-surfacing of Clifton Road footpath has been passed 
to the appropriate department in Brussels by the Euro MP Charles Elles, who says he is “not optimistic”. 2. OCC. will 
provide gravel around the War Memorial, but this would require edging. PC to look into cost and discuss at next meeting. 

3. PC to provide a wire cage for weeds in the cemetery, at a cost of £30. 4. Cllr Oddy declared a pecuniary interest and sat at 
the back of the room while Cllrs discussed a letter and verbal comments from parishioners who are concerned about the : 
rumoured development of a beer garden at the Deddington Arms. The concerns relate to the demolition of a wall, the change 
of use from private garden to commercial use and the effect on neighbouring properties of increased light and noise. The 
question was also raised about whether planning permission was required and, if so, whether it had been obtained. A further 
question asked whether the owner of the Deddington Arms was aware, as a parish councillor, that his actions could 
undermine the integrity of the Conservation Area and of the Parish Council. Clirs were told there had been no planning 
application as yet and they asked the Clerk to write as a matter of urgency to CDC to express PC’s concern and to ask for 
clarification. 5. The Highways Authority has asked for PC’s views on the suitability of a lay-by outside Farthing Cottage in 
New Street to remove a parked car from the road. The lay-by would take the form of “grass slabs” and would be installed at 
the owners’ expense. Cllrs thought it was an excellent idea as the slabs are “not unattractive”, it would create more parking 
spaces and it was better than running cars onto the grass verge. They agreed to write to the Highways Authority suggesting 
the idea was put to neighbouring householders. 6. OCC has asked PC for suggestions on publicising the bus timetable, 
‘which they say is too expensive to distribute to every household. Clerk to write back suggesting OCC make use of village 
notice boards, pay for an advertisement and/or supply an insert in Deddington News. 7. PC has received a quote of £683- 
800 for a hut for the village steward’s tools and equipment. The Clerk reported similar sized wooden huts were available 
from B&Q for £299, plus £12 for concrete blocks to stand it on. PC agreed to spend up to £350 on the purchase of a B&Q 
hut, concrete slabs and ironmongery for security. 8. Cttee had investigated a complaint that the footpath in Mill Close 
petered out and reported that the same applied in a number of cul-de-sacs around the Parish. Cllrs agreed that this was 
potentially dangerous because of the numbers of cars, and decided to check for footpaths when. considering applications for 
future developments. They confirmed that in such cases, where the verge serves as a footpath, the grass would be cut by the 
village steward. 9. The Clerk reported that the Brownies have cleared Deddington of litter. Clirs agreed to express their 
appreciation by making a £15 donation to Brownie Funds and sending a letter of thanks. 

RECREATION & GRANTS: 1. An application for a £100 grant from Deddington Artists towards lighting for their 
exhibition in the Town Hall was turned down. Although Clirs seemed sympathetic to the request, and considered a reduced 
rental for the week, the Group did not meet the requirements for a grant as it has no accounts. Cllr Fisher said the Group 
consisted of people who get together for a unified purpose but Cllr Oddy countered that by saying beer drinkers also get 
together for a unified purpose. 2. A letter from the Health Visitor on behalf of the Mums and Toddlers Group, requesting a 
grant to help equip a toy and book library and provide shelving was debated by Clirs at length. The Group, which is ran by 
volunteers for under-threes, currently has assets of 99p and has held three fund-raising events,:but it has no accounts. While 
Cllrs accepted that it was a worthwhile Group for young mothers who are new to the village they agreed the principle was the 
same as for Deddington Artists and turned down the request. In the meantime, the Windmill Committee will put the shelves. 
up and the PC will suggest Group members appeal for toys through Deddington News. 

PLANNING & PROPERTY: 1. PC agreed to spend a further £946 on the ongoing repairs and decorations to the Town 
Hali, to put the whole of the exterior in order at one time. 2. Cllrs considered an application for a permanent car park for 
anglers at Boulderdyke Farm, Clifton, with access and parking to remain as it is at present. They were concerned about 
problems of noise and traffic nuisance to people living in Walnut Close and Chapel Street, the impact on the environment 
and the lack of proper toilet facilities. They agreed to raise these objections with CDC, to ask planners for more information 
about the application and about the rules governing fishing lakes, and to ask them to query the set-up at Boulderdyke Farm. 
3, Cllrs raised no objections to the renewal of a 1991 application for barn conversions at Park Farm, New Street, an 
application for three stables, a haybarn and tack-room at 25.St John’s Way, Hempton and a swimming poo! plant room at 
Stonewalls, Castle Street, Deddington. 4. Clerk to write to Highways querying Centrepoint’s sign under the Market Place 
sign beside the traffic lights. 5. Dist Cllr O’Sullivan to take up the subject of Southern Electric’s overhead wiring in the 
Parish. SEB has no policy of undergrounding wires and is currently putting up new lines with an expected life of 100 years. 
PARISH FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & Bingley @ 6.25%), £108,000 (Treasury Deposit @ 5 3/8%), £8,193 (14 days 
notice @ 3 1/8%), £1,290 (overnight @ 2.5%). Total: £567,483. The Clerk reported interest on deposits of £27,385 as at 31 


March. 


_DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL continued 


POST OFFICE CONSULTATIVE MEETING: Dist Cllr O’ Sullivan reported on Clir Swash’s behalf that there had been 
a proposal for postage rates to go up in July; Christmas 1995 deliveries in the Banbury area were good compared with other 
parts of the country; Cllr Swash had suggested that passport application forms should be made available at bigger sub-post 


offices, such as Deddington; the possibility of later post box collections in rural areas was being considered: if collections 


were made earlier than stated times the authorities should be informed immediately. 

TOURIST INFORMATION BOARDS: Following a meeting with CDC on the proposed CSiisitilty Plan, Clir Todd 
described plans for tourist information notice boards around and outside the district, at Banbury, Ardley, Chipping Norton 
and Kidlington. He was disappointed that Deddington was not included but he gave a quotation of £250 each for two boards 
which could be.displayed with the posters, in the village centre. Cllrs agreed to try and interest local traders in spomcring 
them, in return for advertising space beside the posters. 
CORRESPONDENCE: 1. Letter asking for PC’s help in tidying school flower beds prior to formal opening of new 
extension by the Bishop on 22 May. It was agreed to provide the services of the village steward for one morning. 

2. Notification that there had been a relaxation of the condition of development at Johnson’s Yard to demolish old building. 


- Cllrs expressed their disappointment. 


CHURCH CLOCK: Cllrs sat in closed session to consider further the quotations for the repair of the clock. Clir Todd 
explained that the reason was to discuss estimates and other confidential information. 


” MEETING CLOSED to press and public at 10pm. 


NEXT MEETING will be the Annual Parish Meeting on 1 May. The Annual General Meeting of the Parish Council will be 
on Wednesday, 29 May at 7.30pm in the Town Hall. All welcome. 


WINDMILL CENTRE The AGM was held on 18 April attended by 14 people. The Chairman 
reported increased usage. 19 clubs/organisations are regular users. The programme 


- of improvements, upgrading and repairs continues, costing £3500 over the year, and 


the committee has scheduled further improvements for the coming year. All the 
statutory inspections have been satisfactory. The building works are now complete 
except for one persistent leak. The Chairman thanked everybody who has helped with 
the running of the Centre and for all the support from clubs, organisations and 
individuals. The accounts showed the Centre was covering its day to day running 
costs and building a small reserve for key upgrades that are planned.

Our Deddington community is very lucky in our sports and leisure facilities in 
which we are much better off than most other villages, and fortunate that these 
could be paid for out of the Parish Council's land resources. There are tennis 
courts and all weather pitches, football and cricket grounds and even dry off-road 
parking, but these cannot be used by our young people for lack of parental 
supervision. To have an adequate Youth Club we need 'parent power' and volunteers: 
24 parents each to give 2 hours of their time once a month, with a parents’ rota of 
six adults per evening. And the young could be coached by the football team. Even 
without team sports a Youth Club is needed to provide a meeting point and to teach 
social skills.

I write both as a dog lover and as Deputy Head Teacher of our local primary school 
about the problem of dog fouling in the village. Once a fortnight I escort my class 
of six- and seven-year-old children to the Library.

Therefore having successfully got 29 young 
people to see the reasons for walking close to the wall, I am dismayed to find they 
have to run the gauntlet of 'messages' left by our canine friends.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


In 'The History of the County of Oxford 1852' is an account of the 

imprisonment of Piers Gaveston in Deddington Castle, as follows:- 

"Among the very few notices of Deddington Castle in historical works is one by Hume 
and Smollet, of the following circumstances:~ The barons under the Earl of 
Lancaster and Guy of Warwick rebelled against the authority of Piers Gaveston, the 
arrogant favourite of Edward II. Scarborough, held for the king by Gaveston, was 
besieged by the Earl of Pembroke; the town capitulated upon merciful terms 
(afterwards flagrantly broken by the victor), which extended even to the favourite 
himself who was, however, taken prisoner. "Pembroke" says the historian, "now 
master of the person of this public enemy, conducted him to the castle of 
Deddington, near Banbury, where, on pretence of other business, he left him 
protected by a feeble guard. Warwick probably in concert with Pembroke, attacked 
the castle; the garrison refused to make any resistance, Gaveston was yielded up 
to him and conducted to Warwick Castle", where he was afterwards beheaded. 

During the civil wars in the reign of Charles II, Deddington was frequently used as 
a temporary garrison or resting place by the conflicting armies, and after the 
battle of Cropredy Bridge the King's army rested here for one night (1st July 
1644), the King himself sleeping at the parsonage house, and thence proceeded the 
next morning towards Evesham".

ON THE FARM 


The sheep are back on the meadow and will stay there for the ap | ‘shoo oe 
summer and I hope that the kind person who went for a walk last Cpt ge an 
Sunday and left the gates open will not come back until they can Me Bion 
read a footpath map. 
All the ewes and lambs have been treated for internal parasites and will need 
treatment every 4 weeks until the autumn. We hope to be able to start selling some 
fat lambs in the next few weeks. At the moment due to the BSE nonsense the lamb 
prices are up by about 50% on last year, but no doubt when I get my lambs to market 
the trade will be ‘flat on its face'. Under an edict from our masters over the 
‘ditch' we now have to ear tag all the sheep on the farm and each time we sell any 
they have to be accompanied by a form giving each animal's number, time of loading 
and unloading and destination, All forms have to be in triplicate of course, and 
kept for 4 years! | 
The crops are growing away well, and have had a second dressing of nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash. The winter sprays have done a good job and only some of the 
"headlands' need spraying for cleavers coming out from the hedgerows. All crops 
have been sprayed with a fungicide and the wheats have also been given a growth 
regulator. This will help to strengthen the main stem and encourage the plant to 
put more energy into the production of grain rather than straw. 
We have now ‘shut up' some 30 acres of grass leas for hay (let's hope we get some 
good weather in July). With the late spring the oil seed rape and beans are late 
coming into flower, so the bees have been collecting pollen and nectar from the 
spring flowers and shrubs around the village. As yet we do not have to ear tag the 
bees or keep movement records but who knows what Brussels will come up with next! 
Some of our summer visitors have returned. The curlew are back on the meadows and 
the swallows arrived on Easter Monday and flew up and down the yard chattering away 
until I opened the loft doors to let them in to their old nest sites.

GARDENING NOTES 


If you are thinking of growing Fennel, bear in mind that there are two 
types. Foeniculum vulgae is a hardy perennial herb which produces a haze a: 
of thread-like leaves. These leaves are used fresh or dried as a flavouring. The 
seeds are also used, giving an anise flavour. Foeniculum vulgae dulce (Florence 
fermel) is grown for the bulbous stem base which can be used raw in salads, or 
cooked. It is very tasty. Florence fennel grows best in a sunny position in moist 
soil. If sown in April or early May the plant is likely to bolt if it becomes 
frosted. Sowing in late May or June is preferable. Sow the seeds in shallow 
drills about 20 inches apart and then thin the plants to about 9.~ 12 inches within 
the row. Alternatively Florence fennel can be grown in 3-inch pots and sub- 
sequently planted out. Keep the plants moist and the stem base will fill out well. 
Earth up to blanch the swelling bulb. To keep the bulb free from earth, paper 
collars can be tried around the plants. Harvest from about mid-October.

The Mad Cow scare has become a serious affair since I wrote about preparing tubs 
for planting. Bone Meal is usually added to the compost, but if in doubt leave it 
out and put what you have left in the dustbin. On that subject, I find that there 
are some things (apart from kitchen utensils) that won't break down in limited time 
and space. Among them are egg shells, avocado shells, layers of grass cuttings and 
little twigs. Without a shredder it's no good trying to compost your old socks and 
Gramy's pyjamas, unlike the young Hercules with the long blond plait on TV.. © 
This-is the time of year when you could do some invisible mending on the herbaceous 
border. The empty spaces can be seen and the survivors are still small enough for 
you to get in among them. I like Dicentra (Bleeding Hearts); they come in pink or 
white and flower early. Lupins are lovely - remember that they make a big clump. 
I always have some hardy Geraniums (Cranesbill) which come in a variety of colours 
and go on year after year. If you want something to give height at the back of the 
bed try decorative grasses. Give new plants a good soaking before taking them out 
of the container. Then ruffle the roots a bit, plant them in a signee) of compost 
and give a good watering. ‘MARTANNE EI
